The PCs, however, 
did everything in their power to reduce their 
majority, maybe just to even the playing field a 
little. The year had barely begun when two Cal- 
gary MLAs, former cabinet minister Heather 
Forsythe and newcomer Rob Anderson, bolted 
the party for the welcoming embrace of Dan- 
ielle Smith and the Wildrose Alliance. Polls put 
the Wildrose in the same league with the PCs, 
proving that Albertans may be willing to change 
governments, as long as it’s a conservative gov- 
ernment. Meanwhile, two organizations with 
similar names and ideas, Reboot Alberta and 
Renew Alberta, stirred the political pot by actu- 
ally organizing and talking about changing Al- 
berta's moribund political scene. From all that 
talk, a new political organization, the Alberta 
Party, held its first policy convention, and is 
preparing to field candidates in the next elec- 
tion to appeal to so-called ‘progressive’ voters 
who have become disenchanted with the Liber- 
als and New Democrats, Alberta's political pie 
is going to get sliced into even smaller pieces. 

+ And speaking of the old line progressive 
parties, an attempt at co-operation between the 
two perennial also-rans floundered when Lib- 
eral Leader David Swann's overture to the New 
Democrats was rebuffed, with extrerne preju- 
dice, by ND Leader Brian Mason.

While it’s too soon to break out the 
champagne, several bits of good financial 
News are popping up after two years in the 
so-called Great Recession. 

National rental vacancy rates went down 
slightly this year, the stock market is improv- 
ing, and retail sales in Alberta are the best in 
the country. Mast importantly for ourneck 
of the woods, crude oil broke $90 a barrel 
earlier this month. 

Alberta's boom and bust economy has 
some major downsides, and Alberta needs 
anew plan for diversification and better 
stewardship of our natural resources so 
that the province is better prepared for the 
next bust. During this last bust, the province 
has been able to dip into the Sustainability 
Fund to cover the projected $5 billion deficit. 
However, if the recession continues for 
several years, or if the province experiences 
years of small ups and downs, the fund will 
eventually dry up. 

Every time we hit a downtum, Albertans 
say it's going to be different next time 
around. During the recession of the 1980s, 
there were bumper stickers reading: "Please 
God, send us another oil boom. | promise 
not to piss it away again." It's something of 
aprovincial pastime — riding the highs and 
lows of our economy like a cowboy on the 
back of a bucking greenhom — but there's 
no need to perpetuate these stereotypes. 

Saskatchewan has played its resource 
economy cards well. Although our neigh- 
bours to the east have a smaller economy, 
their potash-based income is stabilized by 
more business diversity and Saskatchewan 
may likely outperform petro-centric Alberta 
In the coming year. Investing in other forrns 


of energy, such as wind and solar, could be 
one way to diversify. Investments in technol: 
ogy, education, and the cultural sector dur 
Ing boom times could also help keep people 
and businesses in the province when the 
Crash inevitably comes around again. 
Development in the Fort McMurray region | 
also needs a more steady, sustainable ap- | 
proach, for the province's social, environ: 
Mental and economic health. The recent 
move by oll companies to work together on 
tailings pond reclamation is a good sign, but 
it’s only a first step. Plans for cleaning up the 
existing and future environmental damage 
should be prepared in advance, well before 
the province faces even more pressure to de- 
velop from an increasingly heated economy. | 
This time around, there could be some 
feally obvious differences. While Alberta re- 
mains a one-party state, there were encour 
aging signs of political climate change The 
emergence of the Wildrose Alliance as the 
Party of choice for thousands of Albertans is 
alittle disturbing, but the party has shaken 
up the status quo, which is a positive. Better 
yet, Albertans from across the political spec- | 
trum got together to talk seriously about | 
politics, resulting in the Alberta Party posi- 
toning itself as a thoughtful, centrist party. 
Whether they will have any impact inthe 
next election, expected In March 2012 (but | 
don't be surprised if Premier Ed Stelmach 
‘concocts an excuse for an election if the 
economy does indeed improve significantly 
In 200), at least we're talking politics, and 
thinking about the future of the province 
So please, economic gods, send us an- 
other boom, because we again promise not 
to piss It away.

Eating my way through 2010 in Ed 
monton was, as always, a varied and 
generally satisfactory experience, 
which was enriched by the arrival 
of various newcomers to the local 
dining-out scene. Now that the year

has drawn to a close, I'm apt to in 
dulge in the custom of revisiting the 
highlights of the year in restaurants 
and passing along my insights, for 
whatever those are worth — it's not 
for me to assign value but, as you've 
probably already remarked to your 
self, the newspaper you're holding is 
distributed free of charge 

The selection of African restau 
rants available to Edmonites has 
steadily increased over the past 
couple of years and January offered 
the opportunity to hit Habesha 
(9515-118th Ave.), a comely Ethio- 
pian place. Their Wednesday night 
vegetarian buffet ($15) is a great 
way to try a broad variety of meat 
less east African dishes including 


stewed greens, carrots and potatoes 


simmered in garlic and spices, lentil 
stew, chunks of potato in spicy gravy, 
and cabbage and carrots stewed with 


| turmeric, all served with the spongy, 


fermented flatbread called injera, 
which serves as both platter, utensil 
and staff of life. 

Fadi Boustan, scion of a Montreal 
based Lebanese food dynasty, had 
been in Edmonton less than a year 
when we visited his eatery, Dahlia’s 
Bistro (10235-124th St.) last Febru- 
ary, but we felt like he was welcoming 
us to the neighbourhood with what 


| my perennial co-diner swears is the 


best shawarma in town. It's the real 
thing — your choice of meat imbued 


| with garlic and whiffs of vinegar and 


cinnamon, slathered with hummus, 
tomatoes, onions and pickled turnip 
in a crisp-grilled pita. Their lentil 
soup and Mediterranean salads are 
also outstanding. 

A March blizzard sent us in search 
of comfort food, which we located in 
abundance at The Dish (12417 Stony 
Plain Rd_), where their hearty lamb 


' stew, permeated with rosemary and 
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white wine, staved off the chill. Try 
to leave room for their fancy bread 
pudding, a warm, supremely sweet 
and creamy example of the form 
drizzled with caramel and topped 
with simmered raspberries, with va 
nilla ice cream. 

April saw us make a last visit to the 
wonderful Oriental Veggie House 
(10586-100th St), a pioneering veg 
an restaurant that taught Edmonton 
to love mock meat for well over a de 
cade. Little did we suspect we were 
enjoying our last serving of their be- 
loved delicious curry lamb hotpot — 
chunks of faux-lamb, melting potato 
cubes, carrots, sprouts and bok choy 
in a turmeric-intensive curry gravy 
with just a hint of coconut. It was 
just one reason we were sad to see 
them close their doors for good a few 
months later. 

May renewed hope with a fabulous 
meal at Culina Highlands (6509- 
112th Ave.) that featured their amaz: 
ing lamb kofta, large grilled ovoids 
of Mediterranean-seasoned ground 
lamb slathered with horseradish 
cilantro cream and served over 
couscous and sided with a relish of 
cucumber and peppers. This was 
certainly the beginning of a beautiful 
friendship, one expedited by a judi 
cious selection of wines. 

A lazy evening in the June sun 
shine prompted us to order from 
long-standing purveyor of Malay 
sian delicacies Tropika (14921 Stony 
Plain Rd). Our quasi-vegetarian feast 
featuring the flaky flatbread known 
as roti canai ($4), some sayur kari 
($13) — carrots, cabbage, cauliflower, 
broccoli and fried tofu simmered in 
a mild curry sauce — and an order of 
the adorably named sambal bunchies 
($14), a spicy platter of green beans 
and prawns cooked in chili paste and 
coconut milk 

In July we welcomed the return 
of perennial Edmonton  restaura 
teur Sam Tabet and his Café Bei 
rut (10812-82nd Ave.), a small but 
mighty eatery where he demon 
strates his mastery of Lebanese re 


| gional cuisine. The mezza platter for 
| two, which features eight dishes for 


sharing, showcases Lebanese stand 
bys like falafel, shawarma and hum 
mus pita along with lesser known 
dishes like yabrek (stuffed grape 
leaves), musakaat (baked eggplant) 
mujadara (lentils with carmelized 
onions). Made to order from scratch 


| the food is a delight for vegetarians 


and omnivores alike. 

In August, we voyaged to Mon 
treal for a pilgrimage to Schwartz's 
Hebrew Delicatessen for a taste of 
their legendary smoked meat sand- 
wich, a concentrated beef experi- 
ence that seems to fall apart on the 
tongue. Match it up with the per- 
fect sour pickle, tart and crunchy 
cabbage slaw and house-cut fries,
